INTERNAL MIGRATION Statistics on internal migration in the United 
IN THE UNITED STATES States have been notably deficient except in 

so far as special studies or materials col- 
lected for other purposes have partially compensated for the lack of 
national data. Each census from 1850 to the present has included a 
question on state of birth, but these data, valuable as they are, in- 
dicate nothing of movements that may have occurred between birth and 
the census date. The estimation of intercensal net migration on the 
basis of these data is precarious, since there have been no tabulations 
of the age composition of migrants suchas would enable students to es- 
timate the extent of the intercensal change due to net migration as 
contrasted with that due to the disappearance of earlier migrants through 
death. Reliance has been placed increasingly on the indirect technique 
of aging a population from one census date tothe next, subtracting the 
distribution thus secured from the enumerated population, and assuming 
the balance to represent netmigration. The errors introduced in the 
results by differential underenumeration of census populations, under- 
registration of births and deaths, and errors inage reporting are well 
known. Even more, this technique canyield only netmigration, not the 
extent of the movement in and out. Social security statistics on the 
movements of workers in industries covered, statistics on the movement 
of the rural population based onlocal estimates by crop reporters, and 
public utility statistics are among the many types of data that have 
been used as inadequate substitutes for direct measurements of migra- 
tion. In addition, many local field studies have been made, The only 
real solution to the problem of securing accurate and adequate statis-— 
tics oninternal migrationis the establishment of anational registra-— 
tion system, a project which has been widely discussed inrecent years 
but rejected as not feasible in a war period, 


More adequate data than have hitherto been available were secured 
in the 1940 census, the schedule for which included the following ques- 
tion: "In what place did this person, live onApril 1, 1935?" The an- 
swers to this question, similar to those on state of birth, yield in- 
formation onthe net result of migration between two fixed periods of 
time, not ontotal mobility. Within these limitations, comparison of 
thé place of residence in1935 with that in1940 givesameasure of in- 
migration, out-migration, and net migration for limited areas over a 
fairly short and uniform time period. 


The Bureau of the Census recently issued the first report of a 
series on the internal migration question: Population. Internal Mi- 
gration, 1955 to 1940. Color and sex of migrants. A group of summary 
tables presents statistics forthe United States, states, and individ- 
ual cities of 100,000 or more onmigration status, type of migration, 
and urban-rural residence in1935 and 1940. More detailed tables pre- 
sent a cross—classification of place of residence in 1940 with place 
of residence in 1935, for migrants subclassified by sex and color. 
These detailed tables give the migration from any area (state, city of 
100,000 or over, other urban, rural-nonfarm, and rural-farm) pre- 
sented in the 1935 list to any area presented in the 1940 list. In 
addition, tabulations of the migration status and urban-rural residence 
in 1935 of heads of families have been presented invarious Census Bu- 
reau reports on the characteristics of families, while similar tabula- 

















tions for women of childbearing age have been presented in the reports 
on fertility. The Bureau hopes to publish other reports onthe char- 
acteristics of migrants, including age, nativity and citizenship, re- 
lationship to head of household, education, employment status, and 
major occupation group. 


The problem of the definition of moves and migrants presented 
the usual difficulties. Three categories of migration were recognized: 
migrants, nonmigrants, and immigrants, witharesidual classification 
of persons whose migration status was not reported. Migrants were de- 
fined as persons who lived in a different county or quasi county in 
1940 and 1935. (A city of 100,000 or over was counted as a quasi 
county, the remainder of the county as a separate county.) Thus the 
category of nonmigrants includes persons who have not moved, persons 
who have moved within a county or quasi county, children born after 
1935, and persons who have moved from but returned to the county or 
quasi county of residence in 1935. Immigrants are persons living in 
continental United States onApril 1, 1940, who were living either in 
an outlying territory or possession or in a foreign country in 1935. 
They may be either American or alien in birth or citizenship. 


In the five-year period between 1935 and 1940, 12.0 percent of 
the total population were migrants from one county or quasi county tc 
another, 0.3 percent were immigrants, 86.9 percent were nonmigrants, 
and 0.9 per cent did not answer the question onplace of residence in 
1935. The proportion that migrants formed of the population in 1940 
was lowest incities of 100,000 and over (8.4 per cent), rose to 13.8 
per cent inurban areas outside these cities, and reacheda high point 
of 16.5 per cent in rural-nonfarm areas. It then dropped sharply to 
10.1 per cent inthe rural-farm areas. The West had the highest pro- 
eportion of migrants in its population, 22.7 per cent; the Northeast 
the lowest, 7.4 per cent. The range for states was from a low of 6.3 
for Pennsylvania toahigh of 31.2 forNevada. Similarly, Western and 
Southern cities had the highest proportions of migrant population, 
Northern cities the lowest. Migrants constituted over one-fourth of the 
total population of San Diego and Long Beach, California, and Miami, 
Florida, with 29.9, 28.6, and 25.9 per cent, respectively. Regional 
differences also appeared inthe proportionate distribution of migrants 
by distance from their place of residence in1935. The distance factor 
was.measured roughly by classifying migrants into three types: migrants 
withina state, migrants between contiguous states, and migrants between 
noncontiguous states. 


Statistics onin-migrants, out-migrants, and net migration per- 
mit ananalysis of the population turnover involved in the achievement 
of even fairly small net gains or losses by migration. The proportion 
of in-migrants in relation to the 1940 population was above 10 per cent 
in the District of Columbia, Florida, andin nine of the eleven Western 
states; it was below 3 per cent only inMassachusetts, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Wisconsin, North Carolina, and Alabama. In twenty-three 
states, in-migrants constituted from 3.5 to6 percent of the 1940 pop- 
ulation. Twelve states lost migrants equal to 10 per cent or more of 
their 1940 population; they included not only four of the West North 
Central states and Oklahoma but the District of Columbia and six of the 
Western states. Again, in twenty-three states out-migrants constituted 
from 3.5 to 6 per cent of the 1940 population. Despite these great 
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interstate movements within the five-year period, net gainorloss was 
surprisingly small for most states. Thirteen gained or lost anumber 
equal to less than 1 per cent of their 1940 population, while twenty- 
seven gained orlost less than 2 per cent. There were great veriations 
in the amount of in- and out-migration involved in the production of 
given net gains. In seven states, net migration amounted toless than 
5 per cent of total migration as defined; in twenty-four it amounted 
to less than 15 per cent. High ratios of net migratory change to to- 
tal migration occurred predominantly in two widely divergent types oi 
states: the Dust Bowl states, the Southern Appalachians, and some of 
the states of the Deep South, which lost heavily, and the District of 
Columbia, Florida, and the Western states, which gained large numbers. 


Another general pattern of migration that appears clearly in 
these tabulations is the numerical predominance of migration between 
Similar types of areas. In 1940, there were 3.2 million migrants 
living incities of 100,000 or over; of these, 2.2 million were living 
in urban areas in1935, one million of them in other cities of 100,000 
or above. Only 294 thousand of the 3.2 million were living inrural- 
farm areas in1935. Similarly, 1.6 million of the 3.C million migrants 
living in rural-farm areas in 1940 lived in rural-iarm areas in1935, 
while only 815 thousand lived in urban areas. 


Innumerablie studies of the pattern of internal migration and 
its interrelationships with economic and cultural change can be ap- 
proached statistically on the basis of tnese data and the additional 
tabulations that are promised. The manpower shortages of the war 
forced the abandonment of the projected series of monographs that were 
to have constituted a part of the publications of the Sixteenth De- 
cennial Census. The basic data are available for immediate informa- 
tional use and will be available for postwar research projects. 


These statistics on migration between 1935 and 1940 describe 
the situation during the prewar period of recovery from the great de- 
pression but cannot be assumed a priori to describe the extent and 
type of migratory changes either during the depression years of 1930 
to 1935 or during the war years following 1940. Fortunately for pop- 
ulation estimates and population analysis, the problemof the distri- 
bution of limited supplies during war was approached through ration- 
ing. And ration registrations in this country, as earlier inEurope, 
have permitted approximate computations of the net changes in total 
population between specified periods and hence indirect and crude es- 
timates of the extent and direction of internal migration and population 
redistribution. The first estimates of the civilian population of 
the United States, metropolitan areas, and counties were made on the 
basis of the number of registrants for War Ration Book One. A com- 
parison of the estimated civilian population as of May 1, 1942, with 
that of the census of April 1, 1940, indicated a decrease of 0.3 per 
cent for the country as a whole. However, the civilian population of 
metropolitan counties increased 2.5 per cent, whereas that in other 
counties decreased 3.1 per cent. For the country as a whole, the ef- 
fects of a rising birth rate and a net foreign immigration were more 
than offset by the entry of large numbers of men into the armed forces. 
Gains were confined to about two-thirds of the metropolitan counties 
and to a few scattered rural counties. The pattern of gains and losses 
was explainable almost entirely in terms oi the location of war in- 
dustries and military establishments. 








A second series of estimates of the civilian population of the 
United States, by counties, was made on the basis of the number of Ra- 
tion Books Two outstanding on April 1, 1943. These estimates showed 
that the civilian population had been reduced by 2.4 per cent between 
April 1, 1940, and March 1, 1943, while that in the 237 metropolitan 
counties had increased 2.4 per cent. The remaining more than 2,800 
counties had decreased 7.3 per cent in civilian population. The in- 
crease in metropolitan population during the war period was itself 
localized. Metropolitan counties inthe South increased 12.2 per cent 
and those in the West 12.5 per cent, but those in the North decreased 
1.5 per cent. Differences in increase by size class were not marked. 


A third series of estimates of the civilian population was made 
on the basis of registration for War Ration Book Four. Estimates as 
of November 1, 1943, show a continuation of the trends in migration 
and redistribution indicated in the two previous war registrations. 
As the map reproduced on the front cover indicates, the general pat- 
tern of change for the country as a whole was one of decrease. Mi- 
gration to war centers and inductions into the army produced decreases 
in 2,620 counties, more than 84 per cent of the total number in the 
United States. All but 156 of these counties decreased more than the 
national average of 3.1 per cent. On the other hand, 469 counties 
increased in civilian popvlation, including 152 in which the increase 
amounted to 15.0 per cent or more, these being for the most part im- 
portant centers of war activity. These increases were highly local- 
ized. Among the regions, only the West increased incivilian popula- 
tion. Twelve states and the District of Columbia showed increases in 
civilian population, California leading with an increase of slightly 
over 1 million. New York lost over 1 million. Increases in the ci- 
vilian population of even metropolitan counties were limited to rela- 
tively few of these areas, the majority of which were inthe South and 
West. 


Estimated populations which include the members of the armed 
forces outside continental United States have been published for the 
United States as a whole. The estimated total population on July l, 
1943, was 136,485 thousand, an increase of 3.7 per cent since April 
1, 1940. The estimated increase between July 1, 1942, and July l, 
1443, was 1,820 thousand or 1.4 per cent, higher than the increase 
for any year since 1950, owing primarily to the high number of births. 
The most recent series of population estimates for the United States 
and the individual states includes members of the armed forces sta- 
tioned in each state on the estimate dates but excludes members of 
the armed forces outside continental United States. The regional dif- 
ferences are striking. The population of the United States as a whole 
increased 1.6 per cent between April 1, 1940, and July 1, 1942, the 
net result of increases of 6.7 per cent in the West and 3.9 per cent 
in the South, a negligible increase in the North Central states, and 
a decrease of 1.3 per cent in the Northeastern states. Of the twenty 
states that lost in total population, New York had the largest numer- 
ical decréase, 509 thousand; North Dakota the largest relative de- 
crease, 8.9 percent. Virginia, Florida, Arizona, Nevada, California, 
and the District of Columbia increased by more than 10 per cent. Of 
these, California had the largest numerical increase, 775 thousand; 
the District the greatest proportionate increase, 30.5 per cent. 
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Detailed information on the extent and type of migration pro- 
ducing these changes in the population of areas is not available for 
the country as a whole. Special censuses oi congested areas, manpower 
studies, housing inventories, factory records, special surveys, and 
many other types of information permit description and some analysis 
of the migration into or from selected areas as of particular time 
periods. Eventual careful analysis of these scattered statistics in 
relation to the more adequate data of the prewar census of. 1940 and 
the first postwar census may enable a partial reconstruction of the 
history of the migrations of civilian and military populations pro- 
duced by the war.

AN AMERICAN One of the most ambitious research projects in the 

DILEMMA social sciences carried out under private auspices 

in recent years is the Carnegie Corporation's study 

of the American Negro. This study, begun in 1939, has been brought 

to conclusion with the publication of An American Dilemma: The Negro 

Problem and Modern Democracy by Gunnar Myrdal with the assistance of 
Richard Sterner and Arnold Rose (see Title 787, this issue). 


This work is intended as the capstone of a series of research 
undertakings onevery phase of the Negro problem. No less than thirty- 
seven social scientists participated in the preparation of special re- 
search monographs. A number of these have been published infour vol- 
umes of the series on "The Negro in American Life" [see 8(2):878, 
9(2):854, 9(3):1331, and10(2):775]. Many of the remainder were orig- 
inally intended for publication but owing to wartime and other diffi- 
culties plans for publication had to be suspended. The unpublished 
manuscripts have been deposited for public use in the Schomburg Col- 
lection of the New York Public Library. Those dealing directly with 
the demographic aspects of the Negro problem are: Dorn, Harold F.

In An American Dilemma Myrdal gives a comprehensive and intelli- 
gible picture of a most intricate problem, drawing variously on the 
supporting research manuscripts, on the wide literature on the subject, 
and especially on extensive field investigation. The approach to the 
problem is frankly within a positive and avowed value structure, in 
which the question is posed as a "moral issue" for Americandemocracy. 
No attempt is made to attain authority by the assertion of the impos- 
sible goal of complete scientific objectivity. The value premises are 
clearly stated and oft-repeated. 








Though the study deals with the most important American minor- 
ity, its scope was such as to preclude extensive treatment of the 
demographic aspects of the Negro problem. Perhaps more than in the 
case of any other minority the Negro problem arises fromthe size and 
distribution of the Negro population. However, since the major facts 
of Negro population size anddistribution are clear, they do not pre- 
sentadifficult analytical problem, as do, for instance, the delicate 
problems of caste and differential economic, political, and social 
opportunity. 


The demographic facts of greatest concern to Myrdal andhis as-— 
sociates were naturally those concerned with potential changes in the 
growth and the geographical distribution of Negroes. Significant re- 
versals have recently occurred in the relative increase of the white 
and Negro populations. Up to the ‘thirties the Negroes had been a 
steadily declining proportion of the total population since 1810. In 
the country as a whole this trend has been the result of white immi- 
gration. Myrdal might have added further that even inthe South, and 
prior to the great northward migrations, Negroes were in general be- 
coming a smaller percentage of the total, apparently as the result of 
greater natural increase among their white neighbors. As Myrdal in- 
dicates, fertility declines among Negroes have paralleled those oi the 
whites, and rural-urban fertility differentials, at least, have been 
even more extreme. 


During the 'thirties, the previous trends were reversed to the 
extent that Negroes were reported to be a slightly greater per cent 
of the population in 1940 than in 1930. The reported rise wag small, 
from 9.7 to 9,8 per cent, but significant in view of the consistency 
of past experience over a period of 120 years. The change is clearly 
related to the practical disappearance of white immigration and prob- 
ably to changes in the relative natural increase of whites and Negroes. 
Though the basic data for Negroes are seriously defective, there is 
some evidence that net reproduction rates of Negroes have been falling 
less rapidly than those of whites. [In passing it may be noted that 
Myrdal unfortunately had to rely on net reproduction rates presented 
in a preliminary release of the 1940 census, giving rates computed 
from the number of children under age five reported in the 1930 and 
1940 censuses. Subsequent computations, apparently using different 
corrections of the basic data, have resulted in revisions up to25 per 
cent as between the preliminary and the final rates, though both in- 
dicate a somewhat greater decline of white than of Negro fertility. ] 
To what extent the changed relationship of white and Negro reproduc-— 
tivity is the result of lesser declines in Negro fertility or greater 
declines in Negro mortality is not clear. In view of the mich higher 
death rate of Negroes, the latter is likely to be a significant fac- 
tor in the future regardless of future trends in fertility. The up- 
shot of Myrdal's analysis is that the growth potential of the Negro 
population is somewhat greater than that of whites, but both are de- 
clining. 


Though the great majority of whites would unquestionably favor 
a smaller Negro element in the population, Myrdal feels that this 
goal could not be implemented without violating the basic tenets of 
the American creed. The only population policy morally acceptable to 
either whites or Negroes involves an attack onhigh Negro death rates. 
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Negro mortality exceeds that of whites for most causes of death (sui- 
cide is a sociologically significant exception). The differentials 
are particularly high for venereal diséases, respiratory diseases, 
and diseases associated withdietary deficiencies. Since venereal dis— 
eases apparently are an important cause of low Negro fertility, an at- 
tack on these chief causes of death would promote increase of the Ne- 
gro population both through lowered mortality and increased fertility. 
On the other hand, Myrdal finds birth control as compatible as death 
control with the prevailing values of both whites and Negroes, and fa- 
vors a much more aggressive birth control movement in the South than 
has existed heretofore. 


Prospects for future growth oi the Negro population are modified 
by migration trends. Changes in the distribution of the Negro popu- 
lation have undoubtedly been as important as changes inits total size. 
Nearly afourth of the Negroes now live outside the South, largely as 
the result of migrations since 1915, which have continued through the 
'thirties despite the depression. The "bleaching of the Black Belt" 
has proceeded consistently, even through 1940. In every state having 
a higher percentage of Negroes than the national average the propor- 
tion has declined substantially since 1900. In 1940, for the first 
time since 1800, there were no states with a Negro majority. Migra- 
“ion is obviously changing the "dilemma" from aregional toanational 
problen. 


Myrdal finds it difficult to explain why Negro out-migration 
from the South was so long delayed. Negroes failed to participate in 
the westward inovement except as slaves, andeven in the South have not 
migrated to developing areas in as large numbers as the whites. Owing 
to the discrimination against "mixing the Negro and the machine," up 
to the time of writing in 1942, Negroes had not participated in the 
current war migrations nearly in proportion to their numbers. Though 
migration may serve to improve the Negro's economic and social sta- 
tus, Myrdal does not feel that it can solve the Negro problem. The 
growth of governmental intervention, he feels, means that "the change 
of race relations is no longer determined by such 'natural' develop- 
ments as migration but by acomplex of intentional policies affecting 
not only migration but all other spheres of the problem." (p. 201.) 


Viewing the Negro problem as a whole, Myrdal presents a strong 
case for positive action as opposed to the passivity expressed by much 
of the literature on the Negro. He states it as the miS8sion of the 
social sciences to find and apply practical formulas for the "never 
ending reconstruction of society." Efficient social engineering, and 
not the mere passage of time, is his solution of the "American dilem- 
ma." The work isachallenging one, and at the same time may lay claim 
to being the most thoroughgoing appraisal of the position of the Amer- 
ican Negro that has yet appeared in print. 


BRAZILIAN The Brazilian Census of September 1, 1940, was among 
CENSUS OF 1940 the most carefully planned censuses ever taken in 
Latin America, The Brazilian Institute of Geography 

and Statistics had been organized in1934 as acooperative association 
of the state statistical departments. Its major functions were the 
coordination of the statistical services of the states, the determina- 

















tion of statistical standards, and the improvement of techniques for 
the reporting and analysis of social, economic, financial, and agri- 
cultural statistics. This agency was responsible for the preparation 
and execution of the census of 1940. Both a family and an individual 
schedule were used. The forty-five questions on the individual sched- 
ule covered not only the usual demographic characteristics of sex, age, 
and marital status, but also place of birth, education, employment 
status, andchronic infirmities. The questions on fertility asked for 
information on number of children ever born, number living, age of 
parents at the birth of the first child, and ‘the number of children 
living at home. Nativity questions included the place of birth of the 
individual and his parents, the date of entry into Brazil, the abil- 
ity to speak Portuguese, and mother tongue. There were several ques- 
tions on education. Occupational information requested included prin- 
cipal or current occupation and secondary occupation, and whether or 
not exercised for remuneration. The economic census consisted of five 
parts: agriculture, industry, commerce, transportation and communica- 
tion, and services. The social census covered institutions and es-— 
tablishments of various types. 


This census was the most extensive ever taken in Brazil. If 
present publication plans are realized, there will be two series of 
reports, the one national and the other regional. The national series 
will include a volume for each of the major subject matter divisions 
of the census: population, agriculture, industry, commerce, trans- 
portation and communication, and services. The regional series will 
include a report for each of the federal entities and will present 
data fordistricts, zones, and municipalities, with distributions for 
urban, suburban, and rural areas. Each series will be preceded by an 
introductory volume covering fundamental aspects of the national life, 
explanations of the census, anddescriptions of the experience with the 
questions and administrative procedures in the different geographic 
areas. This general descriptive volume is to constitute botha basic 
guide to the interpretation of the census statistics and adepository 
of the experience of the 1940 census for the use of those who plan 
and execute future censuses, In addition, it is hoped that special 
volumes may be devoted to census data for particular municipalities. 


The introductory volume to the national series has just been 
issued by the Instituto Brasileiro de GeografiaeEstatistica, Comis- 
sfo Censitéria Nacional. It was prepared by fernando de Azevedo, and 
issued under the following title: Recenseamento geral do Brasil, 1° 
de setembro de 1940. Série nacional, volume 1. Introdugio, Tomo l. 
A cultura brasileiro. Introduc&io ao estudo da cultura _no Brasil. 

Rio de Janeiro, Servigo grafico do Instituto Brasileiro de Geogra- 

fia e Estatistica, 1943. xviii, 535 pp.) The general introduction 
discusses the meaning of culture, the nature of Brazilian culture, and 
the physical, racial, technical, economic, social, and historical as- 
pects of Brazilian civilization, their different manifestations and 
the nature of their transmission. 














Part I, "The Factors of Culture," begins with a summary analy- 
sis and description of the country and the people. The growth of the 
Brazilian population from the period of exploration and discovery to 
the present is discussed, with emphasis on the mixture of races that 
has produced the present population. The use of human labor is then 
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traced throughout Brazilian history, with consideration of the use of 
Slave labor, the movements of the geographic and human frontiers, the 
development of industries, and the variety and unevenness of the eco- 
nomic and cultural development of Brazil. The third subject consid- 
ered is the history of urban formations. The patterns of agglomer- 
ation and the contrasts between rural areas and cities are traced 
through the primitive period, the feudal society, and the Empire to 
the present. Final chapters are devoted to social and political evo- 
lution and-the psychology of the Brazilian people. 


The second major section of this description and evaluation of 
Brazilian culture is concerned with religious institutions and creeds, 
intellectual life and the professions, literary life, and science and 
art. The third and final section ‘considers the significance of colo- 
nial education, the origins of educational institutions, the decen- 
tralization and duality of the educational system, the reorganization 
and unification of public education, and the role and status of gen- 
eral and specialized education. Finally, there isaseries of guides 
for the use of the volume, including a general bibliography, an index 
of names, a detailed subject index, and an index of prints. 


Although this general interpretation of Brazilian culture is 
issued as the first volume of the national series of the census of 
1940, the only detailed statistical tabulations remain the prelimin- 
ary ones issued in 1941 under the title: Recenseamento geral do Bra- 
sultados demograficos segundo as unidades da federag&oe os minicipios. 
(See 9(1):82.) The achievement of the extensive plans for tabulation 
and analysis announced by the Comiss&io Censitd4ria Nacional has been 
delayed by the war-induced shortages of equipment and trained person- 
nel. The nature of the information that will eventually be available 
is indicated by studies on detailed aspects of the composition and 
characteristics of the population of local areas which have been pub- 
lished in Brazilian periodicals. The detailed local information se- 
cured in the census has also been available for use in planning many 
of the expansions of economic activity brought about by the war needs 
of Brazil and the United States.
